The general feeling ot induatrlal un- 
rest prevailing throughout the coun- 
try as evidenced by strlkea In the Held 
of transportation, In mining, steel and 
other Industries, is due primarily to 
the rapid rise In the cost or living to- 
gether with a general lagniug in wage 
Increases. A secondary cause for this 
unrest Is the never-ending agitation of 
nostrums or unsound theories plminf^ 
at a comprehensive change of the es- 
tablished economic dfder. It Is re- 
gretable that this tmsound propa- 
ganda Is the result of misguided am- 
bition on the part ot a few persons 
and that the apread ot lalae doctrines 
la ftwterod by ignoraaee and aufferlng 
•mff^ g tha mania 

With tka'axatvttaa ot a few aatbaoks 
prteea hava riaea steadily einoe U98,- 
bttt ainoe 1914 they hava taken a very 
rapid spurt upward while tha Income 
ot waga-earaera, salaried men, ownera 
of long-term bonda, same proportion. 
There haa been a good deal said about 
profiteering aa a cause of high prices 
and this nefarious practice has Its In- 
fluence; but the primary causes of the 
rapid advance of prices are the phe- 
uomental inoraaa* of nartsanr. sape 
dally that form associated with bank 
credit, and the marked shortage of 
supplies in turn Is due to reckless 
and extravagant consumption siiiicc 
the signing of the armistice, the ex- 
portStlon of large quantities of goods 
to Europe, and especially the slacken- 
ing of production caused by strikes 
and general discontent Virtually no 
hope for a reduction of prices la seen 
in the contraction ot the currency tor 
the reason that its expansion rests 
.very largely upon liberty bonds owned 
by tbouaanda and taken by banka to 
neoura depoaita agalnat which checks 
are drawn to meet obllgatlona. This 
results In the creation of additional 
currency but It la unavoidable. The 
rise In the price level, however, can 
be haltered by a general return to 
work, by increasing production, and 
by a rigorous policy of saving 

The remedy of placing labor In the 
position where It was In 1914, that Is 
of giving labor income the same pur 
chasing power that it had then, can 
not be sought In the reduction of the 
cost of living including foodstuffs, 
( lothing, rents and building materials, 
but rather In taking the level of these 
prices as an established fact and rais 
lug wages in the same proportion. Au- 
thoritative computations, such aa are 
made by the Bureau ot Labor Statia- 
tloa are aacaawry to make proper 
v,rase adjuatmenta. 

What la extremely important at this 
time Is the formation ot a national la. 
bor policy and the unlveraal recog- 
nition that the aatlsfactory settlement 
cf labor problema means greater so 
clal welfare. It is not only a ques' 
tlon of general wages but one of mini- 
mum wages which determine the low- 
est standard of living In the country 
"ither problems that ramify far and 
vdde throughout the whole structure 
t.t our civilization are hours of labor 
afety and freedom from accident, 
health uiid morals, and social insur- 
ance lucluUlng insurance against acci 
dent, Hi(<kneHs, unemployment, Invali- 
dity, and old age. Many of the SUtes 
have already legislated concerning 
these problems, but too much speelflc 
regulation la not desirable and many 
of the details have to be loft to labor 
and capital to be hdjiiated among

Suddenly DerJded to Keturn - 
Compromise Wage Increase 
Accepted. 



Fuel and Iron, International Harves 
ter, Bethlehem Steel, Goodyear Rub 
ber, and many other concema In one 
form pr other are ualng the "shop 
committee" idea. With a machinery 
of this kind established In the large 
Industries In time all labor problems 
can be amicably adjusieii With a 
conciliatory attitude on tlie part of 
both capital and labor and an Intelli- 
gent consideration of the profit-mak- 
ing capacity of the concern even the 
more fundamental iiroblenia of wnt;es 
and hours of labor .should lend them- 
selves to adjustment without the use 
of the strike. 

Our national labor program shoyid 
forever keep In mind the Interests of 
the public and the advancement of the 
entire civilization. In the full and 
complete recognition' of the right of 
labor to organise there muit be 11ml- 
tattona of power. Whapona like the 
sympathetic atrike, and the use ot vio- 
lence are certainly not In the intereat 
of the p^Ile. Strikee among police- 
men and other public oOoera lead to 
anarchy and to the deatruotlon of 
olvlUsatlbn and therefore cannot be 
countenanced. The hope of civilisa- 
tion Is the Institution o fprlvate prop- 
erty. Improved democratic relation- 
ships in industry, and a cloaer UBlty 
between capital and labor. 



In the hope of indiiciiiB to enter ac- 
tive Christian service a sufficient num- 
ber of the strongest and most conse- 
crated young men and women among 
the Baptists of tlu^ South to carry out 
the enlarged program involved In the 
Baptist 75-Mllllon Campaign, Friday,

Indicating the need of more workers 
who will give their whole time and en- 
ergies to religious effort, the Home 
Mission Board of the Southern Bap- 
tlat Convention Is calling for a large 
number of additional inissionaries. 
evangelists and teachers in the moun- 
tain and missionary scIhmi];. Dr. Scar- 
borough says. At the same lime the 
Foreign Missinii Board is asking for 
a minimum of 45" additional mission- 
aries to carry forward Its enlarged 
program made possible as a result of 
tlio camjialgn; the general work of the 
Woman's Missionary Union, Baptist 
Young I'eoplo's I'nion and the Sunday 
Schools all demand more trained 
workers; while there are between 
000 and 6,000 pastorless Baptist 
churchea in .the South. 700 of thla 
number being located in Texaa alone. 
The need for consecrated laymen to 
serve aa salaried superintendents of 
Sunday Schools Is very urgent. Dr. 
Scarborough announces. Within the 
laat alxty daya he haa had calla for 
26 auch men, the positions paying 
from 11500 to 18000 a year, but he waa 
unable to recommend a man fur any 
of these places, as all the men he 
knows who are qualified and trained 
for that work are already engaged. 

"There Is no doubt about our raising 
the t75,000.nnn asked for in this cam- 
paign," Dr. Scarborough said today, 
"hut if tlie program of service which 
wo have planned is carried out we 
must have more woi-kers." 

To matcli our five-year program we 
aie asking for a minimum of five ad- 
ditional workers, competent, conse- 
crated young men and women, and I 
believe this number will be forthcom- 
ing if our Baptist educators and pas- 
tors will lay the appeal upon the 



New York, October 15. — More than 
half of New York's food reserve had 
been consumed when the strike of 
longshoremen and other harbor work- 
ers, which has paralyzed port activi- 
ties for a week, was broken today. 

The ferry workers at midnight un- 
expectedly decided to return to work 
immediately, accepting with reserva- 
tions the Government's compromise 
offer ot a 10 per cent wage Increase. 
By dawn all the ferries were plying 
the Hudson. Plfteen thousand of the 
80,000 longshoremen are working to- 
day, and union leadera predict that 
by FYlday all will be at their posts. 
The atrlkers voted to abide by the 
wage award of the national commis- 
sion pending further negotiations on 
December 1. 

The teamsters' strike remain.-, in 
force, us the men decided lust night 
that they would not return to work 
until they received more definite pro- 
positions concerning an adjustment of 
their demanda.

Copenhagen, October 16.— Riga la 
the center of a great battle, raging on 
land, on sea and in the air. Sheila 
from British warshiiis, which are aid- 
ing the Letts and Mthuanlans against 
the Cermaiio-Husstan armies, have 
fired a portion of the town, and a dla- 
trlct many blocks In extent has al» 
ready been consumed. 

The Germans are bombarding the 
part of the city held by the Letts 
with gas shells, and bombing It from 
airplanes. Esthonian armored trains, 
supporting the Letts and Lithuanians, 
are replying to the German lire. A 
lirltlsh force, with a number ot heavy 
guns. Is reported to have been landed 
a short distance from the city, and to 
be preparing tor an aasault. Casual- 
ties, both among the contending foraea 
and among clvlUana, wlU reach an ap- 
palling total.
